IT’S TIME TO CALL A HALT 


CONGRESSMAN THOMAS PREPARES STRONG 
RESOLUTIONS ON THE SAMOAN TROUBLES. 


American Interests to Be Protected at All 
Hazards—Compliete Power Given the 
President to Act—Senator Allison and the 
Harrison Cabinet—The Oklahoma Bill 
Passed by the House. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., February 1.—The news 
of the recent action of the German forces at 
Samoa has given rise to quite a commotion 
among members of the House of Representa- 
tives, and much indignation is felt at the an- 
nouncement that the Germans intend to search 
vessels arriving at Samoa. Representative 
Thomas of Illinois, who is a particularily active 
and influential member of the Committee on 
Naval Affairs, bas prepared the following 
resolution, nich will be presented to the 
House at the first opportunity: 


Whereas, From reports transmitted to Con- 
gress by the President of the United States, 
and from current newspaper accounts, the 
rights of American citizens appear to have 
been grossly invaded and the commercial in- 
terests of the United States jeopardized by the 
action of the German Government, through 
its naval forces in the Samoan Islands; and, 

Whereas, Late newspaper dispatches show 
that steps have been taken looking to the 
acquisition of the Samoan Islands by the Ger- 
man Government in violation of the rights and 
integrity of the Government with which the 
Government of the United States now holde 
treaty and commercial relations, and in viola- 
tion of the treaty rights of the United States; 
therefore, be it 

Resolved, By the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives of the United States in Congress 
assembled, that the President is hereby 
authorized and directed to take such steps, 
forcibly, if deemed expedient, as are neces- 
sary and proper to protect and maintain the 
honor, dignity and interests of the flag and 
Government of the United States and its citi- 
zens, wherever dispersed, against the acts of 
the Emperor of Germany or his forces. 

MR. THOMAS’ VIEWS. 

Mr. Thomas is of the opinion that his reso- 
lution is preferable to certain others on the 
same subject already introdneced, for the rea- 
son thatit proposes something definite and 
clothes the sident with authority which he 
believes to be wanting. He, as woll as other 
members of the Naval Committee, resent the 
assumption by the German Government of 
the right to search American vVes- 
sels. They recall the fact that just such an 
assumption by Great Britain led up to the war 
of 1812 (after which the doctrine of the right 
of search was „ hly exploded by 
the position of the United States), and that 
from the exercise ofa similar authority our 
own Government forced to retreat In the 
case of the steamer nt, when one of our 
naval vessels stoppedthe British vessel and 
took off the Confederate Commissioners. 


Senator Allison Declines. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., February 1.—Senator 
Allison will not accept a place in Gen. Har 
rison’s Cabinet. This statement is made un- 
equivocally and without reservation by such 


of Senator Allison’s political friends as are in 
a position to know the results of Mr. Alilison’s 
recent trip to Indianapolis. Senator Allison 
went West upon Gen. Harrison’s invitation. 
Gen. Harrison has known for some weeks that 
Mr. Allison was strongly averse to leaving his 
place in the Senate, but ne believed that a 
personal interview might enable him to over- 
come Mr. Allison’s objections and be was ac- 
cordingly Ee to start atonee, if the 
condition of public business would permit. 
Mr. Allison went as requested, but he did not 
waver in his determination to remain where 
he is at resent. Mr. Allison, nov. 
ever, reminded the President-elect that 
another lowa man, Mr. Clarkson, stood 
8 and willing to become a member of his 
polit household and that the Republicans 
of Iowa were practically a uuit in his favor. 
Gen. Harrison, however, declined to say what 
action be should take regarding Mr. Clark- 
son, nor did be, so far as can be learned, con- 
sult with Mr. Allison specially regarding the 
otber aspirants for Cabinet honors.

Mrs. Orra Langhorne of Lychburg, Va., 
writes to the Boston Transcript to reply to the 
confessions that have been made by lady cor- 
respondents of that journal that they can not 
feel that any Northern ald should go to South - 
érn soldiers.

Dax Siz—The letter conveying the con- 

tulatisns and kind wishes of the Essex 
ounty Agricultural Society at its meeting on 
the 28th inst., Ibave read with no common 
Satisfaction. No birthday has ever given me 
more pleasure. My ancestors since 1640 have 
Been farmers in Essex Oounty. I was early 
initiated into the mysteries of farming as it 
was practiced 9 years ago and working 
faithfully on the old Haverhill homestead, un- 
til at the age of fifty years, I was compelled to 
leave it, greatly to 1 regret. Ever since! 
bave envied anybody that been the hale, 
atro farmer who could till his own acres 
and, if he needed help, could afford to hire it, 
because ee was able to lead the work himself. 

I have lived to see a great and favorable 
change in the farmiag population of Essex 
County. The curse of intemporance is now al- 
most unknown among them, the rumseller 
has no mortgage on eir lands. Asa rule, 
they are intelligent, well informed and healthy, 
interested in — affairs, self -respectful and 
respected, independent landholders, fully en- 
titled, if any class is, to the name of gentie- 
man. It may be said that they are not million- 
aires and that their annual means are small; 
but, on the other hand, the farmer rests se- 
cure while other occupations and professions 
are in constant fear of disaster; his dealing di- 
rectly and honestly with the Aimighty is safer 
than speculation. His life is no game of 
enhance, and his investments in the eatth are 
better tnan in the stock companies and ¢ynuii- 
cates. As to profits, if our farmers could 
less for the comfort of themselves and their 
families, if they could consent to live as 
ancestors once lived, andas th on 
new countries now live, they could, with 
present facilities, no doubt double their u- 
comes. But what a pitifal gain this would /be 
at the expense of the dehvacies and : 
ments that make life worth living. No bet 
proof of real gains can be found than the crea- 
tion of pleasant homes for the comfort of age 
and the happiness of youth. 

Whenthe great English critic, Mathew Ar- 
nold, was in this country, on returning from 
a visit in Essex 8 he remarked that, 
whiie the land looked to him rough and unpro- 
ductive, the landiords’ houses seemed neat 
and often elegant. 

„But where, he asked, do the tenants,

AN EASY PREY. 


Mr. John M. Peck of Albany, N. ¥., Victim- 
ized te the Tune of $10,000.

ALBARFY, N. I., February 1.—John W. Peek, 
one of the wealthiest real estate owners in 
Albany, is the victim of a bunco game in 


which he lost a cool 310, 000 in cash. Although 
the affair occurred on Saturday last, the facts 
have just leaked out, despite the reticence of 
the police authorities, who have been scour- 
ing this and other States for the bunco 
men. Mr. Peck, while at his 
home, was called upon by a well 
dressed and gentiemanly stranger, 7 arently 
a well-to-do business man. e sa a that he 
was a brother of the Hon. Erastus Corning of 
this city and had consid erable money, a part 
of which ne desired to invest in Albany real 
estate; therefore he came to Mr. Peck. The 
latter refused at first to negotiate, but the 
glibjtongued stranger would not be put off. 
After a long pariey Mr. Peck was induced to 
say that de would sell, 
he named was too large, nearly $10,000, 
and his terms were cash. The terms were 
finally agreed to, for the stranger, while con- 
sidering the price very high, was apparently 
very anxious to purchase. Of course be had 
not expected to called upon suddenly for 
so much cash, but he would try to raise it. He 
could furnish collateral, and Mr. Peck con- 
sented to accompany bim down town while he 
arranged to secure the money. 

In front of one of the principal business 

blocks on State street was the sign Western 
Mortgage Loan Co.“ The man in charge, of 
course a confederate, was busily engaged in 
looking over a lot ot legal papers whan the 
twain entered. The business was explained 
by the man who wanted to borrow the money, 
who was informed that it would be impossible 
to let him have the amount without sufficient 
security. He was not acquainted with either 
gentieman and did not know if either§ was re- 
sponsible. If each party to the transaction 
could show that he was possessed of sufficient 
property to cover the face of the loan 
desired and thus secure the com- 
pany’’ in the event of its taking the 
mortgage well and good, if not 
the money world not be forthcoming. 
Of course neither man was prepared on the 
spot to prove his financial ability, so with the 
understanding that each man should return 
the same day and exhibit cash or ite equiva- 
lent to the value of $10,000 they parted. This 
was done. Mr. Peck’s money was in large de- 
nomination bills, gold and some securities 
which were all negotiable. The affabie 
stranger showed up some cash and some se- 
curities, the latter of which were, of course, 
accepted by the man in charge br the office 
without hesitation. The money was 
deposited on a table, and during a 
lull in the negotiations the affable stranger 
proposed a little game of cards. Mr. Peck, 
though not a very 2g" card player,was noth- 
ing loath, and the affable stranger, as he 
scooped in the winning trick, exclaimed: 
„Well, old man, you've lost. 
Though they were not playing for money the 
stranger grabbed the cash, d down the 
stairs and was soon lost to sight. His con- 
federate held the victim in conversation and 
tried to get him not to ‘‘squeal.’’ Then he, 
too, left him and the job was done. Mr. 
Peck soon afterward notified the police, who 
ever since have been hard at work on the 
case, but without result.

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AN INCIDENT OF THE GREAT TRIAL NOW IN 
~ PROGRESS. 


The Fund Offers an Opportunity to Citizens 
ofa Free Country to Protest Against Un- 
fairness—A Perjarer’s Repentance Places 

Presecution in an Awkward Posi- 
tien—To-Day’s Contributions.

Public opinion in 

America would not 
tolerate the legalized outrages on personal 
rights perpetrated daily in Ireland. One can 
scarcely imagine such an occurrence 
as that reported trom the Parnell 
Commission yesterday. One of the 
witnesses, & man named O’Connor, brought 
to the witness box under the guidance of En- 
lian detectives, swore that Mr. Harrington, 
M. P., nad instructed him to incite tenants to 
resistance and the violation of thelaw. This 
was a strong link in the chain of testimony 
with which the London Times and the Govern- 
ment hoped to connect the Irish pariia- 
mentary party and the crimes of resentfal 
victims of legal oppression and personal cru- 
elty. The testimony of the witness was highly 
satisfactory to the prosecution and very exas- 
perating to the Irish leaders, who were com- 
pelled to sit silently and see a hired vil- 
lain traducing reputable men under the 
coaching of Government representatives. 
Nothing could be done. His criminating 
statements were given wide circulation by the 
Government. 
The day after O’Connor gave his testimony 
he was taken sick. He grew steadily worse 
end was at the point of death. He 
feared that his interest in worldly 
affairs was over and, calling in wie- 
nesses and the proper law officer, he 
made a ones declaration, confirmed on oath 
that his testiinony was talse and that he had 
been forced by fears and induced by promises 
to tell the story.

y AST YEAR I 
chanced to be 
on the Irish 
coast when the 
great English 
naval maneu- 
vers were in 
progress, said 
Henry B.LaRue 
of Baltimore, 
who is at the 
Lindel), ‘‘and 
met an Ameri- 
can naval Lieu- 
tenanton leave, 

with whom I joined company. The warlike 
talk now indulged in, and the estimates of our 
ability to defend our ports by means of 
torpedoes, recalls much that I saw at 
the naval review. The point principally in- 
vestigated was the effect of torpedoes upon 
aninvading fleet, and whether ornot their 
attacks could be successfully met. After the 
completion of the manuevers my naval friend 
remarked thatif we relied upon torpedoes 
alone to keep a fleet from attacking our bar- 
bors we would find ourselves in a most de- 
fenseless condition. 
VALUE OF TORPEDO DEFENSES. 

Torpedoes are most vaiuable as an auxiliary 
defense, but without ships or ports can ac- 
complies h little. 

The first movement that 1 witnessed was a 
sham attack of a fleet upon a harbor defended 
by torpedoes, both fixed and mova- 
ble. The first precaution taken was to 
extend from the bows long steel rods, 
terminating in fan-like steel points, which 
reached five or six feet under water, and 
would not allow the passage of any object 
larger than a mans hand. These are called 
torpedo catchers, and the manner in which 
they tore from their moorings and exploded 
at asafe distance from the vessel the fixed 
torpedoes, loaded with trifling charges, 
amply proved that this means 
of defense would amount to little 
or nothing. But they had still another de- 
fensive weapon, which has, as far as I know, 
never been either seen or described in this 
country, being anew invention. A boat, not 


larger than a ship’s yaw!, but lined with cork 
and very buoyant, was sent out from the ship. 
It had no crew, being guided entirely by elec- 
tricity from the ship. and run by a small 
steam engine. A number of torpedoes 
were attached to the Keel. which 
by a simple mechanical contrivance could be 
dropped at any point desired and exploded 
by an electric spark from the ship. These 
tor oes can be dropped from time to time 
an their explosion will cause all fixed 
torpedoes in the neighborhood to gooff. All 
the vessel then has to do isto steer in the 
track of the boat, with the assurance that no 
barm can ensue, as the path is clear. This 
alone, even without the forks, is said to be 
sufficient to destroy all fixed torpedoes, and a 
nee rly equipped ship has no longer any fear 
0 em.

This fact it is that gives 
torpedo defense its great importance, but with 
us it would not avail, as we have no fleet to 
oppose modern ironciads and the loss of speed 
would be a matter ot no importanoe. Before 
going to war it behooves us to consider our 
weakness and the enemy’s strength.

A MOVEMENT WHICH WILL PLACE ITON A 
SOUND BASIS. 


Trading Agencies to Be Established at All 
Important Centers in the Republic and 
Which Will Act in Co-Operation With a 
Central Office at &t. Leuis—Prominent 
Mexicans Interested—Just What st. Louis 


MOVEMENT has been 
started in tifis city for 
the purpose of ppening 
up and placing on a 
sound basis the trade 
of St. Louis with Mexi- 
co. The commerce 
with that country is 
conceded by every- 
body to belong prop- 
erly and justig to St. 
Louls, but heretofore 

— numerous causes dave 
donspired to hold St. Louis out of her proper 
right in that direction. The bulk of the trade 
with the commercial world of the Mexican 
Republic has been and is now divided be- 
tween New York and foreign markets, 
notabiy France, England and Germany. 
The present movement is considered by the 
merchants and manufacturers of the city who 
are concerned in it, to be the best scheme yet 
proposed to secure the trade and, after that 
end has been accomplished, to retain it 
against competition of all sorts. 

AN AGENCY ORGANIZED. 

A company called the St. Louis Purchasing 
Agency has been organized with central 
offices at Nos. 616 and 618 Washington avenue. 
Messrs. W. H. Clark and J. F. Durlacher have 
deen installed as managers of the 
concern and they have been for some 
time, engaged in correspondence with 
prominent and wealthy citizens, Gov- 
ernment officials and men of business in 
Mexico and are now almost prepared to begin 
operations. A delegation from the agency 
will visit Mexico, leaving this city in about a 
fortnight, and li establish agencies at all 
the principal trading centers, placing in 
charge men who are thoroughly competent to 
handle the business and who understand the 
needs of the people there.

Messrs. Clark and Duriacher have already 
seen a number of the leading merchants and 
manufacturers of the city, and have received 
every encouragement at their hands to push 
the work.

A COMMON CAUSE. 

It is impossible for an American to read 
the account of the treatment of WILLIAM 
O’BrRIEN in the Clonmel jail, yesterday, 
without experiencing a shock. It is like a 
chapter from the history of the middle 
ages. 

Mr. O’BRIEN is a member of the British 
Parliament, a prominent Irish journalist 
and an accomplished gentleman. He has 
the respect and esteem, not only of all his 
personal friends, but of all intelligent 
men and women who are familiar with his 
career. The regard in which he is held by 
many English people was shown by his 
cordial reception at Manchester, where he 
was entertained by the Mayor and was 
cheered by enthusiastic throngs of 
citizens. 

But Mr. O’BRrEen happens to be a politi- 
cal opponent of the ruling party in En- 
gland and a friend of his country. He is 
a political offender under the oppressive 
Irish cdercion laws. Instead of being 
treated with the courtesy usually ac- 
corded in many countries to political of- 
fenders, he is compelled to submit to the 
degradation of being treated as a com- 
mon criminal. He was held by warders, 
while other warders put prison clothes on 
him and shaved him. Mr. O’ BRIEN is phys- 
ically delicate and the struggle came near 
costing him his life. 

Instances of this kind make the Irish 
cause the common cause of all lovers of 
justice.

THE reported suicide of the heir to the 
imperial crown of Austria-Hungary is the 
most surprising news that has been re- 
ceived for many a year.

Cleaning the Streets. 


The work of keeping the streets of St. Louis 
clean for the next three years will be no little 
undertaking, and will callfor a great deal of 


care and judgment onthe part of the Street 
Department and the contractor. 

In the first piace there isa territory of 21, 
500 ,000 square t to be cleaned; part of this 
is granite and part wood, the asphaltum 
NN being done under another contract. 

The es governing the work, and the man- 
ner in Wied it shall be done, have all been 
drawn up bythe Board of Pubiiec Improve- 
ments, and printed for the benefit of the con- 
tractors. 

A schedule is made up dividing the work in- 
to six parts as in other works, naming the 
streets to be cleaned on each day of the week. 

The streets are divided into six classes, from 
1 to 6, indicating the number of times they are 
to be swept. The streets in class 1 only appear 
on the schedule tor one day in the week, 
while the streets in class 6 1 — 2 * day. 

It is estimated that the distance to be cov- 
ered each week by the machines will bea 
little over eighty-four miles, which multi- 
plied by forty, the number of weeks ogg 
which sweeping by machines can be done, it 
will give a total of something over 3,000 miles 
that will be gone over in a year. 

The cost of this work at cents per square 
of 1,000 superficial feet, will be about $60,000. 
The 70 cents estimate being of course only 
approximate as under the last contract the 
price was 75 cents and the Board of Public Im- 
provements has hopes that this time owing to 
the large number of bidders thatthe figures 
will be ree down tothe neighborhood of 
65 cents ,000 square feet. 

The bids for the work will be opened on 
next Tuesday.

The accursed tenement system finds no 


place in the economy of Belfast, the Athens 
ot Ireland. Its people may not de free from 
the reproach of being bigoted and fanatical, 
but in the matter of the housing of their work. 
ing population they are infinitely better en- 
lightened than the people of any other great 
commercial city I have known, The resi- 
dences of the well-to-do business people 
show unmistakable signs of the great pres. 
perity of the city. Many of the suburban aye- 
nues are lined with handsome houses that 
would be fit to adorn Commonwealth avenue. 

Belfast traders and merchants have austere 
notions with regard to their children. Much 
galety or society is not Dermitted to the 
young people, but the parents are over ween- 
ingly. anxious to get their children married 
and settled in business as early as possible. 
The young people, I suppose, areal! the more 
anxious to get married, insomuch as it re- 
lieves them of parental control, 
riages in the teens are the correct thing. 

Here the clergymen of al! denominations, 
men who differ on nearly every other sola! 
and political subject, speak with the highest 
commendation of the Belfast system of hous- 
ing the working people. 

Especially those clergymen who have been 
doing missionary work in London are loud in 
prociaiming the advantages, physical ard 
moral, of the Belfast arrangement. 

The happy accident by which the Belfast 
estate got broken up among the people largely 
contributed to the promotion of building. 

COUNTLESS STREETS OF NEAT COTTAGES 
two stories high were run out in all directions, 
and the poorest workman was able to pay at 
least half a dollar a week out of his wages for 


one of these cottages. Others could afford to 
pay $1 weekly, and a right good house can be 
bad in Belfast for $1 a week. 

In no wry d in the world of 250,000 people car 
a man get halt as well housed for the same 
money asin Belfast. 

Just imagine houses of seven rooms, with 
first-rate sani arrangements, for $l a weck 
or $50 a year. You will wonder how they 
could be built and let for that. But as Bel 
fast bulids about 3,000 such houses annu- 
ally, they must be considered a good invest- 
ment. 

No pair of hands in Belfast but can and does 
add to the wealth and happiness of the com- 
munity. There’s bread and work for all, and 
the people from childhood to old age seem in- 
spired with a love for work. Some 70,000 
women find employment in the stores, 
warehouses, factories and mills, in fact 
not a woman in Belfast need do 
without — —— Boys from 13 upward 
can all employment in the shipyards, 
rope factories, foundries, mills and ware- 
houses. Noone need lack employment, and 
the prolific offspring of the Irish family are 
from their school davs to their marriage con- 
tributing something to the support of the fam- 
lly. Skilled workmen earn from $6.to $12 a 
week here. Food, clothing and lodging be- 
ing almost less than half what they are at 
your side, it will be seen that such wages can 
support Belfast workmen comfortably.

Record and History of the Fameus Black 
Horse of Dwyer’s. 


The purchase of Pontiac by Milton Young for 
$6,000 is a much more sensible transaction than 
the purchase of Ossory in Engiand for £2,000, 
says Krik. Pontiac was bred in England and 
foaledat Rancocas in 1881. He is by Pero Go- 
mez, out of Agenoria, by Adventurer, her dam 
Milliner, by Rataplan. Pero Gomez ran sec- 
ond to Pretender for the Derby in 1869, also 


winning the St. Leger. He ig by Beadsman, 
dam Salamanca, by Student. Mr. Pierre Lor- 
illard took Pontiac to Engiand and ran him 
seven times as a2-year-old without winning. 

s best race was Wild 
Thyme for the New As- 
cot. As a 83-year-old ree 
times in England without winning and six 
times in the United States with no better luck. 
His best race in England was second for the 
Ascot Derby to Mr. Lefevre’s Brest, while his 
best at home was second to Ten Stone fora 
$400 purse at Washington. As a 44-year-old he 
madeabig record for himself, winning the 
Suburban Handicap, with 102 pounds, from a 
field of fourteen, and two days after won the 
Consolation Suburban, carrying a penalty of 
seven pounds. He ran, in all that year (1885), 
in sixteen races, of which he won eight, 
including the Passaic and Eatontown 
Stakes at Monmouth and the Manhattan 
Handicap at Jerome Park.
